THE DUEL. *T 

* * In 1815 Arnilatead T. Mason, of 
Loudon county, Va. . entered the Senate 
of the United State's— young, handaonio, 
Kitted, wealthy, with all his family pres- 
tige about him. He was also quick to 
anger and rather overbearing. When in 
the Senate I believe ho was the youngest 
member of that body. Hia father liad 
boon a United States Senator bofore him, 
and was a nephew of the illustrious George 
Mason just mentioned. 

The McCarlys wero related, remotely in 
blood and closely by marriage, to the 
Masons, tho sister of this Armistead T. 
Mason having married William McCarty, 
aftenyard a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. In 1810, when Mason had 
been about four years in tho Senate, and 
when he was not much over 30 years old, 
there arose between him and John M. 
McCarty, the brother of William, some 
difficulty of a political nature, which be- 
comes more and more embittered by the 
influence of injudicial friends, until tho 
usual result of such " difficulties " in those 
days was reached. 

Mason had n young and devoted wife 
with ono child, a pretty little boy but a 
few months old. Their homo was called 
Belma, in the county of Loudon. JohnM. 
MfCarty was a brilliant young lawyer oi 
tho same county, and ho was soon to bo 
married to the lovely Lucinda Loe. When 
about to start for tho "field of honor" 
Mason persuaded his unsuspecting wife to 
go on a visit to his mother, who lived at tho 
old Mason homestead, Raspberry Plain, a 
few miles distant. All wero in total igno- 
rance of his intentions. Ho left with his 
physician a letter directed to my mother, 
asking her, in case of his death, to go to 
his wifo and comfort her. 

They fought at Blndensburg. Mason 
fell at the first fire, and never spoke again. 
The old physician and my mother hastened 
to his youngs widow and darling boy, and 
had the hard task of telling first the dread- 
ful news, and transforming a world whioh 
held nothing but beauty and happiness for 
them into a dreary desert, scarce better 
than the grave. Weeks passed, so over- 
whelming was her grief, before it became 
certain that she would regain her sensea 
Scarcely less heart-rending was the sorrow 
that bowed down the dead Senator's fond 
mother. 

In the meantime McCarty had written to 
Mine Leo, relating what he had done, giv- 
ing her a week for reflection, and asking 
her to tell him at tho end of that timo 
whether she could marry him after what 
had happened. She related to me, long 
afterward, the agony of that week— how 
she knelt in despair at her mother's feet 
and asked her to decide, how tho old lady 
could only advise her to follow her own 
heart j how at last she sent a note to her 
lover inviting him to call. 

Their meeting she did uot describe, but 
it was said that, sitting at the instrument 
as he entered, she sang the words— 

"Come rest In this bosom, my own stricken dear ; 
Though tho herd has down from thee, thy home is 
still here. 

t know not, I ask not, if gnllo'a in that heart; 
I bat know that 1 love thee, whatever thou art 1 " 

After their marriage they settled iu Lees- 
burg, near Sc^Tna. 

Tho young widow of Mason at leuglh 
asked to go back to Sclma, the aceno of her 
short wedded life. Not anticipating what 
was to follow, her attendants carried her 
into tho wide hall. There, raising her 
eyes, they fell upon tho hat and coat, 
hanging just as ho had left them, which 
her husband had on when she saw him last, 
She covered her face, and with a shriek 
begged to be taken to the roar rooms of the 
house. There she remained. For twenty 
years she did not cuter tho front part of 
the building. The rooms there, opening 
from the drended hall, were kept in perfect 
order, and guests occupied them aa usual. 
But on the day when her boy — the lisping 
infant when his father fell — became 21 
years of age, she invited all his blood rela- 
tions to dinner. I was one of the number. 
We wero all sitting in the library, toward 
the rear of tho house, when the door was 
thrown open and the gray old butter bowed 
hia announcement. Without any intiina- 
;ion of breaking the habit of twenty years, 
Mrs. Mason promptly arose— a frail, fair 
voman of 40 — and, taking tho arm of her 
.. son, walked directly into the front hall and 
. Utence to tho dining-room, as of old. Our 
^surprise wns great, but no word indicating 
that this was unusual escaped her or any 
of the party. Tho spell was broken, anil 
eho shunned the hall no more. 

From, the date of the duel, even on her 
death-bed, she never mentioned tho came 
of her dead husband. Her boy grew up 
with tho knowledge and feeling that an nn 
spoalcablo shadow rested on tho house, con- 
cerning which, howevor heavily it might 
press upon their souls, he must forbear to 
question even his mother. I was the first 
to tell him after he had reached manhood 
all he wished to know concerning his 
father's death. 

This son, Stevens Mason, was a true- 
hearted young man, with but little knowl- 
edge of tho world. With a private tutor, 
with Servants to anticipate every wish, 
with a strickon roothor to idolize htm, ho 
inisssd till too late cortruu necgst=ary las- 



sons in life which these could now give 
him. He could not refuse to endorse a 
note for a friend, and his mother could not 
refuse to join him in whatever he put his 
naruo to. For one moment the shadows on 
his pathway seemed to lift, but only to set- 
tle more heavily about his way. Ho mar- 
ried a young lady who seemed worthy of 
him, who was a belle and a beauty. He 
brought her to Solma, where, us they 
fondly hoped, brightness and happiness 
woro to reign once more. But his mother, 
while outwardly fulfilling every obligation, 
did not receive her as a mother should, 
greeting her with but a formal offering of 
the hand instead of the expected embraco 
and kiss of welcome as she crossed tho 
threshold. It was doubtless because her 
shattered life had made her own affection 
for him too selfish, and she did not wish 
him to marry any one. Following closely 
the first shock of disappointment to Tier 
young heart came a sudden fever, and in 
three months from her arrival poor Stevens 
laid his bride beside his murdered father. 

Their line estate, with all that pertained 
to it, already melting from their hand, was 
soon possessed by stranrers. Mrs. Mason 
did not long survive l . e loss of Sclma. 

Although a wifo had never loved her hus- 
band better, yet she not only refused to 
speak his name from the day of the duel, 
but requested that her own remains should 
not be buried at Lcesburg, ami that no 
mark should be placed nliovo her grnvo 
wherever it might lie. She lies in tho Con- 
gressional Cemetery tit Washington, with 
only the earth and grass above her. Then 
came the war with Mexico. Her son for a 
little time had the opportunity to forget his 
troubles under military excitement. Ho 
was mortally wounded by u cannon shot — 
I think it was at Monterey— and died, a 
captain of rifles, in the arms of his lieu- 
tenant, one of the Khetts of South Caro- 
lina. It was an impressive day in Loudon 
when the body of young Mason was received 
from Mexico nnd laid iu the shade of tho 
old church beside his father and his bride. 
All the people assembled and mado a public 
funeral for him. One of the arrangements 
was that only the bleed relations should 
pass within a certain railing close about the 
family graves, and I well remember that 
although a goodly company had followed 
him to dinner when he was twenty-one, 
whore the same relationship was exacted, 
and although he was but twenty-seven |at 
his death, yet only three were there — two 
beside myself — to enter the narrow inclos- 
, ure. So family and fortune passed away. 

But not even hero ended the effect of 
that pistol shot at Bladensburg. McCarty, 
tho other principal in the duel, also had an 
only son, very promising, in whom ho took 
great pride Though living but a few miles 
apart, tho two families never renewed their 
acquaintance or spoke to each other. There 
was a mutual avoidance — nothing more. 
Young McCarty was a frequent sportsman, 
but in all his gunning wns never known to 
set his foot on any part of tho Mason estate, 
whatever the luck it might promise. Ono 
fatal day, however, in following tho flight 
of game he mounted a fence dividing the 
Mason property from another's. Attempt- 
ing to load in this position— his attention 
diverted, no doubt, by tho movements of 
the birds or the dogs— he let slip his gun, 
which exploded and sent the ramrod 
through his head. He fell on the Mason 
side, which he had avoided all his life— 
upon the ground which ho was to press only 
in death. And, to make the dramatic situ- 
ation complete, Stevens Mason at that mo- 
ment came riding by, and tho dying youth 
was carried to Raspberry Plain, the blighted 
homestead of tho Masons, tho birthplace of 
the father's victim, and laid dead in tho 
hall. 

This was almost a death-blow to the pa- 
rents of young McCarty. His bereaved 
father, the slayer of Senator Mason, became 
erratic, and for much of the time a wander- 
er. He would leave his home without a 
word nnd be gone for years, his own wife 
not knowing where, and then would as 
suddenly reappear, unkempt and haggard, 
with hair long on the shoulders, and beard 
descending to his waist. 

After all this the old Mason house at Rasp- 
berry Plain stood shut up and empty for 
years. In due time, of course, it became 
" haunted," and, as might have been expect- 
ed, a pistol shot was sometimes heard there 
at night by veracious passers-by. But at 
length it passed into careful though stranger 
hands, and is now, with Sehna also, once 
Jiore the scene of prosperity and happiness.

A very interesting paper on the auri- 
ferous gravel of California was recently 
read before the Academy of Science l>y 
Mr. W. A. Goopyeau, an assistant of 
the geological survey of that .State, 
conducted imder Professor J.D. Whit- 
ney. As many of the remarks made 
by Mr. Oocdveau arc peculiarly appli- 
cable to the auriferous districts of this 
Province, we give the following con- 
densed resume of a portion of the pa- 
per : — 

" The streams in whoso channels the 
anciont gravels were accumulated were 
generally shallow. Here and there 
channels were excavated into the solid 
bedrock to depths of from 100 to 200 
feet or more. But these were rather 
the exceptions and not the rule. The 
streams themselves were, in all proba- 
bility, subject to greater variations in 
the quantity of water which they car 
ried at different times than are the 
streams of to-day. For example, a 
stream which at one time only contain- 
ed water enough to enable it to trans- 
port small quantities of sand — or, possi- 
bly, nothing at all unless it were the 
finest clayey silt— would at other times 
bo subject to heavy and sudden floods 
which would hurl along great quanti- 
ties of coarser materials, including 
sometimes boulders of many tons in 
weight, a large portion of which mater- 
ials would, in case of an equally sudden 
subsidence of the flood, bo left behind, 
and might either bo scattered for a con- 
siderable distance along the bed of the 
stream, or, if the stream had overflow- 
ed its banks, might be spread broad- 
cast over a portion of the adjacent 
country. There can be no question 
about the power of water — even on 
slopes of less than one-half of a hun- 
dred feet to the mile — -to transport 
boulders as large as any that are found 
in the gravel region, provided only that 
the volume of the water bo sufficiently 
great and its rush correspondingly 
rapid. Nor would it require much 
time for such a flood to transport heavy 
materials to considerable distances. It 
is more than probable that such occur- 
rences were not uncommon during the 
gravel opoch. But floods heavy enough 
to transport large boulders occurred 
only at intervals, and were of short du- 
ration ; and on the whole, the process 
of accumulation of theso gravels was a 
slow one, and humanly speaking a very 
long one. It is not at all unlikely to 
have occupied hundreds of thousands 
of years. 

The streams flowed at first on the al- 
most naked surface of the bedrock and 
necessarily sought the lowest channels 
they could find among tho inequalities 
of that surface. The portions of theso 
channels which first became filled with 
debris were those where the grade of 
the streams was gentlest and where, as 
an ordinary rule, the current was most 
sluggish. When, however, these por- 
tions of a channel had become filled to 
a certain height, i. e., up to or perhaps 
a little above the general level of the 
lower portions of the surrounding 
country, then the banks no longer prov- 
ing high enough at all points to re- 
strain the current, the stream at some 
point or other would burst through or 
over them and thus leaving its old bed 
dry would seek out a new channel for 
itself among the adjacent knolls and 
hills for a distance which might vary, 
according to circumstances, from a few 
rods to several miles. The new chan- 
nel would be crooked like tho old one, 
and in due course of time would become 
filled in its turn with debris, when the 
stream would again burst its banks and 
choose still a different course. And 
thus tho process went on slowly but 
surely, not with one stream merely nor 
with several, but with the hundreds, 
nay, the thousands of streams that 
constituted the whole drainage sys- 
tam of the mountain, until at 
length, over extensive regions, all 
tho lower depressions were filled 
wjih gravel, the lower knolls them- 
selves were covered with it, and as its 
depth increased, it crept steadily high- 
er and higher up aginst tho sides of 
tho larger hills, and every square foot 
of the buried surface of tho bedrock 
was worn and smoothed by the streams 
which brought its gravel covering. * * 

Thus, in the course of ages, the auri- 
ferous gravels were accumulated and 
irregularly distributed over the broad 
expanse of the western slope, from the 
very foot of the mountain range up al- 
most to its towering crests. In many 
places, of course, the gravel was not 
very deep, and there wore extensive 
areas which probably never had more 
than a foot or two of gravel distribut- 
ed over them. But in other localities, 
where the topography was favorable, 
and the larger streams had an oppor- 
tunity to work uninterruptedly and 
with but little change in their position 
for immense periods o£ time, the ac- 
cumulations were enormous, and many 
B-puare miles of country were buried to 
depths of from 200 to 300 feet and 
sometimes even deeper still. 

THE PRESS AND THE RAILWA Y 
ROUTE SELECTED, 



It is pleasant to notice the unanimity 
of the Island and Mainland press on 
' tho subject of the route selected by the 
Dominion Government for railway con- 
struction. The only paper outside of 
Victoria that has failed to rise to tho 
importance and grandeur o£ the occa- 
sion is tho Mainland organ of the Local 
Government — the Herald — which has 
not as yet printed any ideas that are 
worthy of being copied. When it has 
done so wc shall have much pleasure in 
giving them tho benefit of our circula- 
tion. Tho Guardian of Saturday has 
s. well-considered and Catholic articlo 
on tho subject from which we extract : 

"The large increaso to our population 
will ereiito a fluid for mau of ttuW 



and education who will pusli aside the 
creatures who now assume to govern 
us without the first iota of fitness or the 
most ordinary intelligence. But we have 
no desire to revert to the miserable 
slough of despond we now are in; we 
prefer to look forward, and wc must 
not omit to congratulate our fellow 
citizens of Victoria, who in spite of 
themselves, will havo solid prosperity 
thrust upon them. We cannot, however, 
resist the temptation to offer them a 
word of warning. The great bulk of 
tho troije of the present capital will 
emanate from this quarter if the Vic- 
torians are wise enough to bury the 
hatchet, cast aside their sectional de- 
vices and meet us in a friendly spirit. 
We havo long been dominated by the 
feeling that Victorians are greedy and 
over-reaching. Let them dissipate 
this feeling as fast as they can, other- 
wise we are very apt, with plenty of 
means and boundless facilities, to pass 
them by. Let bygones be bygones, 
and let each section, for mutual advan- 
tage, draw closer to the other. Vic- 
torians cannot afford to loso our trade, 
but wo could very well spare them in 
that respect, although wc should much 
prefer to have them with us. There is 
not an interest or individual in Victoria 
that will not be benefitted by the in- 
crease of business horo if we can do it 
without jealousy or suspicion that we 
are paying too much for the privilege. 
It depends on the Victorians them- 
selves, and wo trust that recent experi- 
ence his made them wise. 

The Nanaimo Free Pre.** refers blithe- 
ly and pleasantly to the same matter, 
remarking in conclusion: 

" Had tho Government wanted to 
construct a section of railway, solely 
for tho purpose of carrying out tho 
terms of Union, they would have com- 
menced at Point Grey and built 125 
miles towards Vale, but we find on tho 
contrary that they call for tenders for 
a portion of the main line that will 
tap the grain producing portion of tho 
Province, and on the completion of that 
section it will be seen that the lower 
half of the Province will receive; their 
supply of flour, wheat, cattle, etc., from 
the Mainland, instead of it ooming 
from the foreign ports of Portland and 
San Francisco. At this writing there 
are two seasons' crops stored in Kani- 
loops waiting tor a cheap means of 
transportation. With the exception of 
a month or two in each year steam- 
boats can reach the proposed temporary 
terminus on the Fraser River. It is no 
doubt with some similar colonization 
scheme in view that instructions were 
given to J. Hunter, Esq.,C.E.,to make 
an exploration of Vancouver island, 
especially noting its agricultural capa- 
cities. Mr. Hunter has just completed 
that survey, and judging from his re- 
marks, the extent of arable land on 
this island is very limited, but wo will 
have to wait for his official report be- 
fore further particulars are gleaned. 
The people of British Columbia are to 
be congratulated on the near approach 
of the fulfilment of the promise from 
which so much has been and still is ex- 
pected. The news has inspired confi- 
dence in the ability and willingness of 
tho Macdoxald party to commence the 
railway and Columbians are inclined to 
repeat the well-worn stanza, with a 
slight addition : 

" 'Now is the winter of our discontent, 

Made glorious summer by the sun of York ; 

And although we now liuve ne'er 11 cent, 

Tile railway will bring us all both |rnld and work.' "

Latost from Oassiar and tfco North- 
vrost Ooast. 

The steamer Gertrude arrived in port 
youtorday morning from Stickoen river 
and ports on the northwest coast, bring- 
ing down about 30 passengers, the ma- 
jority of whom wore minors from Oassiar. 
The Gertrudo loft Fort Wrangel on the 
Gth inst. and experienced fair weather 
during the voyage down. She laid over, 
however, two days and nights at Safety 
Cove and a day at Bella Bella. Tho 
steamship California was met on Wednes- 
day last north of Queen Charlotte Sound, 
bound for Sitka. At the date of tho 
Gortrude's departure from Stickeen River 
the steamor Western Slope was lying at 
tho Boundary Line. She may be oxpoct- 

ber of passengers on board. Amongst tho 
arrivals by tho Gertrude wore Messrs. W. 
Sterling, J. Griffiths and W. Linekor from 
Omineca, and Messrs. P. Glendenning and 
J. Mitchell from Cassiar. 

MINING AND OTHER NEWS. 

There is nothing of much interest re- 
ported from Casaiar mines. All tho claims 
were laid over on the 1st inst. and tho 
miners are making their annual exodus. 
Many of them will proceod to Sitka, being 
attracted thither by the prospect of em- 
ployment in the quartz mines. The out- 
look for Cassiav-js not encouraging. Tho 
only discovery of recent date is reported 
by a miner named Dan Bo won, who was 
fitted out for prospecting purposes by Mr. 
Sylvester, express-carrier, last spring. He 
returned to McDamo Creek about Sept. 
10th, having some §90 in gold dust and 
states that ho obtained it on a creek which 
in generally supposed to be a tributary of 
St. Francis River, 250 miles north of Mo- 
Dame Creek. Bowen intends returning to 
the newly discovered creek noxt March 
with Sylvester, who will take with him a 
quantity of provisions. Until then there 
will be no certainty as to the actual value 
of the diggings. The route to them from 
Doaso Lake will bo down Dcase River, a 
distance of 140 miles, thence to Deloire, 
then up the Deloiro to St. Francis River, 
about 70 miles, and thence to the crook- 
where the discovery was made. Joseph 
Irvine, with characteristic promptitude, 
ia constructing a largo boat to convey 
passongers and freight to the diggings as 
soon as tho coming season will permit. 
If the diggings prove extensive thon an 
attempt will doubtless bo made to roach 
them by the Takou River and to freight in 
supplies by that route. Passengers who 
reached Fort Wrangel on board the 
steamer Gertrude report tho Stickeen 
River at a very low stage and tho season 
may be considered virtually closed. In 
fact, it is stated that Capt. Wm. Moore 
rofused to contract for the delivery of 
another cargo this fall. The Presbyterian 
Church at Fort Wrangel is about finished 
and it was announced that divine service 
would be held in it last Sunday. Tho 
building intended for Mrs. McFarland's 
home for girls will bo completed shortly. 
It will be admirably adapted for tho pur- 
pose for which it is being erected. 

Omineca. — Messrs. W. Stirling, J. 
Griffiths and W. Linekor arrived here 
yesterday from Omineca. They left Man- 
8on Crock about the middle of last month 
and came out by way of Skeena. During 
the season there have been some 45 white 
men ongagod in mining operations on the 
several creeks in tho District, and as a 
rule the claims have paid average wages. 
No deaths or sickness of recont date are 
reported. Thb weather has continued 
fino and provisions are plentiful, current 
prices boing about as usual. 

Nanaimo. — Tho ship Gold-hunter, to 
load at the Vancouver mine for San Fran- 
cisco, has arrived The ship Belvidere 

has completed her cargo of Wellington 
coal. . . .Tli6 town lampposts aro in posi- 
tion Messrs. P. Sabiston and A. G. 

Homo aro prospecting for coal on their 
land within lk miles of Nanaimo. . . .Mr. 
J. Huntor, C. E. , chief of the exploring 
expedition, has returned to Nanaimo and 
speaks encouragingly of the agricultural 
capabilities of the Island. . . .Nanaimoroads 
&ro being put in good order. . . . A. Hendry 
contemplates the erection of a new saw- 1 
mill.

FROM YALE TO SAYONA. 



ENGINEER'S ESTIMATE OP THE 
CHARACTER OP THE WORK. 



NO GREAT OBSTACLES IN THE 
WAY OF CONSTRUCTION. 



From tho report and estimate of H. J. 
Cambie, Esq., C. E., of the section of the 
Canada Pacific Railway from Emory's Bar 
to Savona wo extract tho following : — , 

SSAVONa'.S FERRY TO FOOT OK BLACK CANYON. 

Of this distance six miles may bo classi- 
fied as light work. All the rest is on the 
face of benches adjacont to the River 
Thompson, causing heavy work which re- 
quires protection from wash at many 
points. Tho proportion of rock work, 
howovor, is not largo. Near the o0"th 
mile a ridge of rock forming a sharp bond 
in the river necessitates a tunnel 550 foot 
in length. No largo streams havo to be 
crossed. Curves of 1,110 feet radius were 
frequently used. Tho grades aro undu- 
lating and short, requiring in several in- 
stances 1 per 100. 

FOOT OF BLACK CANYON TO SPENCE's 
BRIDGE, 

This section is pai tinlly similar in char- 
actor to that last described. Through 
nearly half of it the work is of a light 
character and tho balance heavy, requir- 
ing river protection at many places. There 
is but little rock excavation. 

The curves are numerous, i>55 feet 
radius being the sharpest. The grades 
undulate. 

Near tho 326th mile the River Nicola, 
.'300 feet wide, has to bo bridged. Tho 
Thompson River, throughout its entire 
length, is subject to freshets which usual- 
ly occur between May and July, when it 
exceeds its winter level by 10 or 12 foot. 
But as the ice breaks up and passes off 
in March or April, when the water is still 
at a low stage, no danger need be antici- 
pated from this source. 

Sl'KNCK's bridge to lytto.n. 
Tho valley of the Thompson River for 
most of the distance is narrow, and the 
line is located along tho face of the stoop 
sido hills, advantage boing taken of bench- 
es at a few points where available. Tho 
work may bo classified as heavy, with a 
largo proportion in sand, gravel and 
boulders. The River Niconien, 150 feet 
j wide, and a few rocky ravines aro tho 
I only places requiring structures of im- 
! portance. Several curves of 1,24(5 feet 
radius and two of !)55 feet radius repre- 
sent the heaviest curvature The grades 
aro undulating and easy, there being but 
one mile of 1 per 100. The worst feature 
on tiiis seciiun occurs near the 33rd mile, 
and is known as tho Mud Slide. It com- 
mences at a hight of 1,900 feet above tho 
lino and about two miles distant, and ox- 
tonds down the mountain side to the 
Thompson River where it terminates j 
abruptly in a bank about 1,000 feet wido, 
and tho average forward movement per 
annum is about eight feet in the centre, 
decreasing gradually towards the sides. 
It is apparently caused by springs near 
its source, which disappear into tho 
ground, reappearing, at intervals causing 
the earth, which is impregnated with al- I 
kali, to dissolve to the consistency of 
soap, thus forming a lubricator between 
the bed rock and the mass of earth above j 
By careful drainage of these springs at tho I 
source, and diverting them elsewhere, ! 
tho slide can doubtless bo so far stopped 
as to cause but little inconvenience. 

LVTTON TO CROSSING OF THE RIVER FRASER 

The lino descends gently on sand and 
gravel benches with heavy work and much | 
curvature for 5J miles. It thon crosses 
over tho right bank of tho River Fraser 
and continues down that sido all tho way 
to Burrard Inlot. The crossing of tho 
Fraser is 500 feet wido at formation level 
and about 120 feet above low water mark, 
and can bo bridged by one span of 275 
feet, the abutments of which can be 
founded on rock ledges sovcral feet above 
the river at its low-water level. 

Immediately after passing tho river and 
on tho same straight lino, thoro is a tun- 
nel 000 feet long through a rock bluff. 

Tho dry country referred to as com- 
mencing near tho 182nd mile continues to 
this point in a greater or less degree. It 
is especially marked between Kamloops 
and Spcnco's Bridge, where the country 
is sparsely timbered, and with the ex- 
ception of bunch grass (which is peculiar 
in dry climates) nothing can be produced 
without irrigation. 

crossing of nivF.n fraser to uoston uak. 

The work is heavy throughout this 
section, being in rock for upwards of one- 
third of tho distance. The Na-ah-latch 
river, 120 foot wido, and about twelve 
largo ravines have to bo crossed. The 
curves aro numerous but none shorter 
than 1140 feet radius. The grades un- 
dulate and the maximum 1 per 100 has 
often to lie used. 

BOSTON BAR TO YALE. 

At Boston Bar tho line enters tho Can- 
yons of River Fraser, which extends to 
Yale. Five miles of the distance is over 
benches with medium work, and the rest 
on the broken rocky sido hill or along tho 
faco of almost perpendicular bluffs, on- 
tailing heavy rock excavation; and 13 
tunnels the united length of which is about 
5,050 feet (1.07 miles), the longest being 
1,550 feet. Tho largest streams on this 
section aro tho Skuzzy, 80 feet, and the 
Spuzzum, about 100 fact wido, and threo 1 
other smaller streams. There is one 
curve neat' Yale of 820 feet radius on n. 
level; willi this exception, 1.140 feet is j 
tho shortest radius used. The grades un- ! 
(lulato, and there aro about seven miles of I 
one per 100. Near tho 384th mile is a j 
ravine down which snow sometimes slides, 
but as the grade is high and provision 
has been made for a bridge at this point, 
tho snow can pass underneath without 
danger to the superstructure.

tressing incidents, etc., etc. 



Detroit, Oct. 10. — A serious acci- 
dent occurred on the Michigan Central 
railroad a short distance east of Jack- 
son this morning. The Pacific express 
train, bound west, which left Detroit 
forty minutes late, collided with a 
switch engino on the main track at that 
place, telescoping the baggage and ex- 
press car and piling the remaining 
coaches, eleven in number, on top of 
tho others. The first coach was filled 
with emigrants, most of whom are 
killed or seriously injured. Many occu- 
pants of other coaches aro also killed, 
or injured. It is supposed that there 
arc about twenty or twenty-five passen- 
gers killed and twenty or thirty wound- 
ed. Tho majority of the number are 
thought to be emigrants and second 
class passengers. 

The names of the killed and wounded 
will be sent as soon as they can be 
ascertained. S. M. Sparklin, of Phila- 
delphia, thinks his wife and children, 
aged four and six, are among the dead, 
but their bodies have not been found. 
Tho engineer and fireman of the express 
train wero literally torn to pieces, but 
the engineer and fireman of the switch 
engine escaped injury by jumping from 
the engine. The train was made up of 
seven Wagner sleepers, four passenger 
coaches, and mail and baggage cars. 
The tender of the express engine was 
telescoped into the baggage car about 
half a length ; this car in turn pierced 
the main car, and those crowded tho 
first passenger coach.

DELAYED JiiSPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Oct. 9.— Last April 
J. R. Alsip, book-keeper for Meeker, 
James Si Co., absconded, defaulter to 
the amount of 84,000. It was ascer- 
tained that he had left for Callao on 
the British bark Guiding Star. Detec- 
tive Jehu went by steamer to Callao, 
arriving in advance of the bark, and 
when she made port arrested Alsip on 
a requisition. He with his prisoner 
took passage on the ship Valparaiso, 
which came into tho harbor last even- 
ing. While off Fort Point Jehu, who 
was sitting on deck with Alsip, left 
Lu.m for a moment to speak with the 
captain about putting him on board a 
police boat before coming to anchor. 
On his return Alsip had disappeared, 
but his coat was lying near where lie 
had been sitting and in a pocket was 
found the following letter : 

To whom it may concern : — Rather than 
boar tho ills I have, I havo concluded to 
fly to thoso I know not of. I have said 
that I never would bo taken to San Fran- 
cisco alive, and I keep my word. Idosire 
that W. F. Robinson take charge of my 
effects. For all this — a shameful crimo, 
a blastod life, a shameful end, and per- 
haps a damnod soul— thanks to the honor- 
able D. M J. R. Alsip. 

The tide was running strong, and it 
is considered impossible that Alsip 
should have escaped to the shore. 

San Francisco, Oct, 10. — A man, 
supposed to bo J. T. Haskell, from pa- 
pers found on his person, .sat down on 
tho sidewalk at the corner of Battery 
and Commercial, at about six this eve- 
ning, and shot himself through tho 
head with a pistol, causing death in- 
stantly. 



Canadian Mail. 



[Per Steamer Isabel.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 28. — The revenue re- 
turns for August wero published yes- 
terday. The total value of dutiable 
goods imported was §4,820,31 1, duty 
collected §1,270,31 1; coin and bullion, 
$466,197; free goods, §1,192,201; grand 
total entered for consumption, $0,479,- 
400. The increase of duty for August 
over the corresponding period of last 
year is §97,233, of which §71,262 has 
been collected on brcadstuffs and coal, 
which wore formerly free from duty. 
The duty on coal alono reached the en- 
ormous figure of §48,020. On sugar, 
§209,610; on woollens, §234,637; on 
silks, §83,707 were collected. 

The Dominion Exhibition at Ottawa, 
financially, was a failure. Tho total 
gate receipts were §9,194.88. The 
gate receipts at Toronto last year were 
§19,643. It is understood that there 
is a falling ofi' also in tho receipts for 
exhibitors' fees. A statement made by 
the Ottawa papers that on Wednesday 
over 28,000 people paid at the gates 
must be a typographical error, as the 
Treasurer's returns show that the num- 
ber was not 15,000. It is believed that 
tho impetus given to the agricultural 
development of the Ottawa district will 
be so great as to materially benefit the 
whole of the eastern section of Ontario. 
If so, then the mere monotary deficit is 
unworthy of consideration. 

A cable despatch was received yes- 
terday from New Zealand bearing tho 
sad intelligence of the death of Mr. 
Jno. Holmes, a former prominent resi- 
dent of Carleton County, which he had 
for some time represented in the On- 
tario Legislature. 

A newly consti noted illicit still was 
seized by a Montreal Revenue Officer 
on Friday evening at Pointe Claire. 

The trial of Clarke Brown for tho 
murder of his father and sister was 
concluded at Cornwall. Ho was found 
guilty and sentenced to death. 

Ohaelottetown, P.E.I., Sept, 27. — 
Mr. Edward Manning, Superintendent 
of Education, has been dismissed, and 
Mr. Donald Montgomery, M.P.P. for 
Belfast, appointed in his stead. 

Diphthoria has carried off five chil- 
dren, between fifteen and two years of 
age, within ten days, belonging to Don- 
ald McArthur, of Tryon Road, near 
Charlottetown. The heart-broken par- 
ents are left childless. This is one of 
tho most melancholy cases ever report- 
ed in this Island. 

Some idea may be formed of the 
immense amount of money invested in 
the local trade and fisheries of New- 
foundland, whan it i3 stated that the 
floating stock insured in the St. John's 
Mutual Insurance Club numbers 748 
vessels of 31,516 tons, of the value of 
.£236,870. These 718 vessels are in- 
sured by sixty-one merchants and 
planters, and all the vessels so insured 
do business only in the colony around 
the coast. 



English Mail.

The great landlords of England are 
beginning to feel tho tightness of tbe 
shoe which pinches tho small farmers. 
Lord Willougbby has thirteen farms 
tenantless in Warwickshire, tho Duke 
of Portland has thirty, and the Duke 
of Newcastle as many. The trustees 
of tho Newcastle estate intend to work 
the land themselves. 

The Hon. Col. Wellesley, the heir 
presumptive of the Dukedom of Wel- 
lington, who recently gave up his post 
as military attache of the British Em- 
bassy at Vienna in order to accompany 
a noted English actress to London, has 
been deserted by tho noted actress. 
Mrs. Wellesley has gone to join her 
father, Lord Augustus Loftus, in Aus- 
tralia. 

The Leeds Mercury says that a rather 
amusing incident was witnessed in the 
Scarborough Aquarium recently. The 
keeper, while engaged in cleaning out 
the tank occupied by the octopods, was 
suddenly seized by the leg (fortunately 
he had sea boots on) by tho largest of 
the octopods, which fastened four of 
his tentacles round the leg of the boot, 
and with the other four held firmly on 
to the rocks forming the back of the 
tank. A struggle ensued, during which 
tho man found he could not disengage 
himself without, killing the animal, and 



finally hit upon the expedient of slip- 
ping his leg out, leaving the boot in 
the water and beating a retreat. The 
hungry octopus stuck to the boot for 
twenty minutes when it relinquished 
its hold. 



Mr. Bradlaugn and tho Curato. 

On the 4th inst. Mr. Bradlaugh de- 
livered a lecture in the Preston Corn 
Exchange on the land laws. After the 
lecture he was questioned by the curate 
of St. Mary's, Preston, who said that if 
the 140 million- of money spent per 
year on intoxicants were devoted to 
useful purposes the position of the 
people would not be as aggravated even 
as Mr. P radlaugh had pictured it. He 
eharaccv ized the lecture as the frothy 
produce of a frothy democracy, simple 
calculated to inflame mon's minds. 
What good would they do if they were 
to stir up man against man and to 
burn down the houses of rich men. 
The poverty of many peoplo at present 
was due to their extravagance in pros- 
perous times. Mr. Bradlaugh asked 
the curate — Did you know when you 
charged working people with extrava- 
gance that the savings banks returns 
showed higher savings year by year? 
If you did you lied! (Uproar.) And 
if you did not you are an utterly 
ignorant man. The curate here utter- 
ed an exclamation and Mr. Bradlaugh 
demanded that he be silent, saying that 
he had patiently listened to his strict- 
ures and that "they who tell me I am 
impudent must wait whilst tho lash 
whirls round their owe thin skins and 
they feel it." (Cheers and uproar.) 
Tho clergyman was mean enough to use 
a weapon ho was afraid to havo turned 
against him. ("No, no," and disorder.) 
He would have tried to have mistaken 
him for a courteous gontlcman — ("He 
is," and applause) — if ho had allowed 
him. He prevented him from doing 
that and he dealt with him simply as a 
ruffian who used any language in the 
hope that it would not be answered. 
(Great disorder and cheers.) Tho meet- 
ing afterwards closed.
